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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on January 22, 2008 has been entered. Claims 3 and 5-26 are 
pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 0 recites the limitation "the reinforcing part" in line 1 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is suggested "part" read ~ fin ~. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 9-10 and 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Welding et al. Welding et al discloses a heat exchanger (Figure 2) with a side part 40 having a 
baseplate 42 and at least one reinforcing fin 46 formed by a cutout with a bent edge 48 to the 
base plate 42. 

Regarding claim 9, the presence of a method limitation in an apparatus claim bears no 
patentable weight in this instance. See MPEP 2113. 
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Regarding claim 15, the bent angle is between zero and 90 degrees. 

Regarding claim 16, Welding et al (Background) discloses the heat exchanger is 
employed in an automobile. Further, it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner 
in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed 
apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte 
Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). 

Regarding claim 25, Figure 2 of Welding discloses two locations for the reinforcing fins. 

Regarding claim 26, flanges 44 of Welding et al are read as having "flat longitudinal 

edges." 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3, 5-6, 13 and 17-24 are allowed. 

Claims 7-8, 1 1-12 and 14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
As amended, claim 10 does not preclude the reading of only a single reinforcing fin. As 
such. Welding et al discloses a single reinforcing fin 46. However, with respect to new claim 25, 
Figure 2 of Welding discloses two locations along the side part 40 for reinforcing tabs 46.
